to form the fiege.of the place, they were 
alarmed with the approach of the skingvef 
Praffia, who had, by previous and private 
orders, colleéted together all his diftant de- 
tachments, and was advancing,: by long 
marches, to Leipzig, whereupon they re- 
treated again over the Sala, and being:foi- 
lowed by his Pruffian majefty, this breught 
on the battle of the sth inftant, of which we 
have already given the beft accounts hitherte 
received. (See p. 523.) To whichywe thall 
add, that even at Paris, they are fo far from 
finging Te Deum, as ufual, that they frankly 
acknowledge, upon this occafion, their hav-~ 
ing been defeated, and only endeavour to 
leffen the lofs they have fuftained 5 . but by 
accounts from feveral parts of Germany we 
are told, that the combined army.is almo® 
entirely difperfed, and that.whole bedies of 
the Imperial tsoops: have fince defected, and 
gone over to the king of -Pruffia. 

In Silefia the Auftrian army is employed 
in befieging Schweidnitz,. and . preparing to 
lay fiege to Breflau, which they have inveft- 
ed on the left of the Oder, ) but on the right 
it is quite open, as the prince of Bevern, 
with his little army, is encamped clofe tothe 
city on that fide, and fo ftrongly intrenched, 
that it will be'no eafy matter to difledge him ; 
and as there is a garrifon ef 12,000 men in 
the city, it will be very difficult:for the Au- 
ftrians to keep the city invefted on the lek, 
and, at the fame time, attack the prince ef 
Bevern on the right of the Oder. Even 
Schweidnitz, where they opened the trenches 
on the 26th ult, is like to coft them:dear ; 
for general de la Mothe Fouquet, the’go- 
vernor, is an excellent officer; and the gar- 
rifon feem refolved to: give them: as much 
trouble as poffible, ‘having made a fally on 
the goth ult. which the Auftrians confefs, 
coft the befiegers 800 men, ‘killed, wounded, 
and taken prifoners; and we may believe, 
that the befieged did fome damage to the 
trenches, as it was near two hours befere 
they could be beat back into the place...» 

In the mean time the Auftrians ‘détached 
15 Or 16,000 men from their army inSile- 
fia, under general Haddiche, who entered 
Brandenburgh, and, on the 17th ulty pene- 
trated as far as Berlin itfelf, where.they pil- 
laged two of the faburbs, and raifed:gontti- 
butions from the city itfelf; but were fdgn 
obliged to retreat by the approach of @ de- 
tachment of Pruffians, ‘under prince Mae. 
rice of Anhalt Defflau. This alarm; how- 
ever, obliged the queen, and royatfamilyof 
Pruffia, to rernove to Magdebourg *on' the 
23d, and the; moft valuable records ‘have 
beén fent to the fort’ of Spandawy ‘at’ the 
conflux of the Havel and Sphre; -'*>— ~ 
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The Ruffian army being retired out of 
every part of Pruffia, but Memel, and be- 
ing moftly gone into winter quarters, the 
Prufian general Lehwald, has, with 16,000 
men, begun his march for Pemerania, and 
was to be at Marienwerder, near the Vif- 
tula, by the oth inftant; and as the Swedes 
expeied this wpon the retreat of the Ruf- 
fans, they are preparing to fend a large re- 
inforcement te their army in Pomerania ; 
where they are preparing for, buc have not 
yet undertaken the fiege of Stettin. 

The French army under marfhal Richlieu 
were preparing to have gone into winter 
quarters, but upon the news of the total 
defeat of the combined army, they are again 
all in motion,»and a large detachment is 
ordered to advance as far as Duderftad', to 
favour the retreat of that part of the com- 
bined army which was under the prince de 
Soubife, whe is with the remains thereof 
already arrived in the county of Hohenftein, 
and confequently feems to be moving to- 
wards Halberftadt, which thews the precipi- 
tancy of their retreat, for they are now near 
60 niiles from the field of battle. 

Some Englith men of war we are told, 
arrived the 11th inft. at Stade, with provifi- 
- ons forthe Hanoverian troops, who are pre- 
paring to'go into the winter quarters af- 
figned them by ‘the late convention ; but 
our laft advices infinuate, as if the army of 
ebfervation were to afiemble again, and that 
they were already aétually in motion. 

We have the following extraordinary ar- 
ticle frem Berlin, Nov. 5. It is with the 
utmoft furprize,\ that we read in feveral of 
the foreign papers, a letter pretended to be 
wrote by the king our fovereign, to his 
Britannick majefty, concerning the late 
convention ; and we can with great truth 
affure the publick, that piece is entirely 
falfe and furreptitious, no fuch letter hav- 
ing been ever wrote, or fo much as thought 
of by the king of Provffia. 

And frem Stockholm, O&. 13. we have 
anether equally extraordinary, as follows : 
The king having been lately defired by the 
Landgrave of Heffe-Caffel to employ his 
good offices with the court of France, to 
obtain a mete favourable treatment for his 
dominions, than they have met with hither- 
‘to... His majefty, by the advice of the fe- 
mate, has thought proper to refufe comply- 
ing with this requeft, alledging, that as the 
crown of Sweden was one of the principal
